Hat we may arrive to the Argument ariſing 
from theſe Words, their full Senſe and Ex-

charges their foul Hypocriſy, that they Tith'4 Minr, 
Aniſe, &c. and paſſed over Judgment, Mercy, &c, the 
meightier matters of the Law, and then ſubjoyns this Cen- 
ſare ; Theſe Things ought ye 10 have done, and not to leave 
the other undone. 

Now I allow, the 4n2\»:%7z, ro be underſtood 
of the paying, not the Sacerdotal Receiving, or Magji- 
ſtratical Adjudication of Tithes ; Although the Scribes 
and Phariſces being moſtly Prieſts,and of the Sanbearim, 
ſome Interpreters incline to thar Senſe of Receiving, or 
Adjudication of Tithes, which ſeems to raiſe the Senſe 


ſomewhat higher, and indeed wn1,.9, Heb. 5, 5, 


ſignifies to receive Tithes ; but then it is applycd to 
to the people Snygris # ani : tO receive Tithes of the 
people, and not tro the Things Tith'd, as here ; I rather 
therefore underſtand them in that Phariſers Senſe, Luke 
1$. 12. 'AmSerzm) 47m Gon xwpcr, 1 pay Tithes of all ] poſ- 
ſeſs, proper to a Phariſce at large. Again the Tair, 
or, theſe Things, ouzht ye to have done; I reter to the nea- 
reſt Fudment, Mercy, &c, and the #464» or thoſe Things 


On ht you not to leave undene,tothe furtheſt of Mint, 4 "iſe, 


Cummin, &c. Although Interpreters think each re- 
ferrible to each, which would till aggrandize our Sa- 
viours Senſe in Favour of Tithes : But I rather Inter- 
pret them thus; Theſe weightier Things ye ought in the firſt 
place, and with a higher Intention upon the Things 
themſelves to have done, and the other, 771hirg Mint, 
Cummin ; in regard of the Authority of the Law-giver, 
and the Equity of his Laws, even to every iota of 
them, on2ht ye not to leave undone. 

Taking then the Words with the leaſt Favour to 
Tithes ; They muſt needs amount to this, our Lord at 
that very Time, when he had the greateſt Provocation 
from the Hypocriſy of the Phariſees, (which he was fo 
tharply chaſtiſing) preferring the minurteſt parts of 
Tithins, above the B.,vn:;a 5 vw, and when he was com- 
paring

paring Things of ſo puiſne a Conſideration, as Tithizs 
aint, aniſe, &c. with thoſe Maſlive Duties of Righteouſ- 
neſs, Fudgment , yer, heſaw ſomething in theſe ſo pC- 
tite Obſervations of T:4/z7, ſome Foundation thar 
they reſted upon, of ſo huge Importance and Conſe- 
quence, that the ſame */«, or o,2ht he applys to the do- 
ing the weightier things of the Law, or to the nii5%, he 
applys alſo to the » 424», or the not leavine undone 
thoſe ſmalleſt PunCtillo's of paying Tithes : ar the leaſt 
by the Frame of . his Speech , It is neceſſarily ſo 
extended: And thus by his own proper Sanction the 
payment of Tithes, even to the ſmalleſt particles of 
Jultice therein, he Eſtabliſhes. 

Bur becauſe notwithſtanding all that hath been yet 
faid, it may ſcem a Permiffion rather than a Sanction 
or Injunction, I ſhall enforce what I have already faid 
by this Argument. 

*That which our Lord in the moſt minute Inſtances 
* of obſervance gives the very ſame Sanction to, that 
* he docs to the more we:2hty Duties of the Law, that he 
* does not only permit but enjoyn : But to the minu- 
* teſt Inſtances of paying Tithes, he gives the fame 
Sanction, as to the more weizhty parts of the Law ; 
* therefore he does not only permit, bur enjoyn the 
* payment of Ties. 

Thar our Lord confirm'd all the w-i-/1y parts of the 
T aw with his own Sanction, is undeniable; if therefore 
he fixes the ſame cyuzht upon rhe payment of T;thes in 
the ſmalleſt Inſtances, as he docs upon the weighty 
Things of the Law, he then by his own Sanction Eſta- 
bliſhes the one with the other ; And it hc allowed thar 
defcrence to the ſmalleſt Inſtances of Dury in the Pay - 
ment of Tithes, to Mint and Cumm:in, what by way 
of proportion would he have allowed to the more 
Bulky, and weighty Inſtances ot payment Ot Tithes ; 
L or the Tithing of Mint and Cumm/z, and the neg:ecting 
B 2 Ot 
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of the more conſiderable Sres of the Land would have 
been great Hypocriſy, if the Phariſees had been guilty 
of it ; even as the negle&ing or paſſin; ov'r Fudgment 
and Mercy was; and the Robbing of God in them had 
been much more warthy of being rancked with 
the paſſing over JUDGMENT and MERCY), 
thoſe more weightie Things of the L AW, then Mizt, 
and C:mmin could amount to. But now as the miny- 
tie of Tithinz were only in this Caſe under our Sa- 
viours Eye, ſo his Sanction is upon them equally, not 
as tothe Things themſelves, for ſo do they infinitely 
outweigh one another, but as to the general obligation 
of Duty. Sceing we muſt not willtully break the Law 
71 one point, Or in one of its leaſt Commandements, 1n re- 
gard of the Authority of the Law-giver, and the general 
Equity of his Laws, as was ſaid before, though the mar- 
ters of Obedience do ſo much preponderate one to 
another. 

Now that our Saviours 3/*, or oyz4t, upon both fs 
undeniable from the Text, for ro make up the Senſe 
it neceſſarily communicates it {clf ro the one as to the 
other ; and as the one is to be done with a more $S0- 
lemn Addreſs of the Soul, ſo the other is not to be 
left undone in its juſt place and Seaſon. 

Bur having 5 wn, 1" thus far, I muſt now conteſt 
a more weighty Obje&tion ; that is, This InjunCion of 
our Lord was Commenſurate to the Time, Moſes his 
Law was to continue in full Force and Strength ;- but 
aſſoon as that Expired, which was at rhe Death of 
Chriſt, then did that Precept of Tith:ng expire and 
naturally go off with the whole Body of 149[cs his Ce- 
remonial Law, With the Sacrifices and Prieſi-hood of that 
Law. 

In Anſwer to this Obje&tion, I ſhall firſt argue Ne- 
gatively, and then Affirmatively ; and ſo procced to a 
turther debate upon each Argument, R 
& Firſt, 
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Lirft then, T thus argue Negatively, * That which _7-:4m.t, 


* our Lord upon ſo juſt an occaſion, and even fo great a 
* Provocation, as theHypocriſy the Phariſces committed 
* oh theſePunctillo's of Ti1hing ro compenſate for their 
' paſſing over Fragment,&c, yet derogated nothing inthe 
Icaſt Tota from,as He did from other parts of 2oſ: s his 
'{.,w,in that he ſaw no juſt Reaſon on any Account for 
' the Abrogation of it at his Death. But he Derogated 
* not in the leaſt lota from the payment of Tithes, as 
* from other parts of Moſes his Law, on fo juſt an oc- 
* caſion, and ſo great a Provocation, therefore he ſaw 
'nothing in it for which it ought ro beAbrogarted art his 
* Death with ſuch other parts of Moſes his Law, 


In the ſecond place I argue thus Affirmartively. eArgum.2, 


* That which our Lord did not ſo Remonſtrarte to as to 

* other parts of Moſes his Law, on ſo juſt an occaſion and 
* provocation, in thathe ſaw ſomething more valuable, 

* than that it ſhould be Abrogated with other parts of 
* Moſes his Law, and Few:ſh Obſervances ar his Death. 

* But in this Caſe our Lord Remonſtrated nothing 
* againſt paymcart of Tithes in the ſmalleſt Inſtances ; 
*therefore he ſaw ſomething more valuable than thar it 
*ſhould beAbrogated with other parrs of Mſes bis Law, 
* and Few:/h Obſervances at his Death. 

In both theſe Arguments I have placed the ſtreſs 
not upon the Sanction, I have juſt before made Evi- 
dent our Lord gave ro the Law of Tithes, becauſe I pre- 
ſum'd it might be ſuppoſed only Temporary as other 
parts of Meſes his Law ; But the ſtreſs is placed upon 
the Treaty, our Lord gave to this part of oſes his 
Liv, very different from other parts of it to be Abro- 
gated at his Death ; and that rogethcr with the San- 
ion, he gave to this particular Law, he made no Ex» 
planatory Remonltrance of its near approaching Abro- 
gation for ſome Fanlt he found with it ; This vlainly ar- 


ouc 
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ues, our Lord ſaw ſomething ſo Equitable in this aw, 
tor the ſake of which he intimatcd no ſignification, 
that it was to be abrogatcd ar his Death, bur to conri- 
nue in its own place; For the very want of ſuch an E- 
quiry had clic cen a faulr in the Eye of Chriſt, Now 
the minor Propoſitions in both thete Arguments thar 
Chriſt Derogared nothing, Remonſirated nothing, are 
Evident from the Text of both rhe Ev :ngecliſts, who 
eive us no Account of any ſuch cither Derogation or 
Remonſtrance,but only of his Sanction : And it cannot 
be ſuppoſed, but rhey would as {recly have Recorded 
and deliver'd over to us the one as the other ; and that 
they would have been direRed ſo to do by the Divine 
Spirit, if it had been a point of Chriſts Doctrine. 

For the proof therefore of the major I'ropoſitions, 
that Chriſt nor Derogating from, nor Remonſtirating to 
this Law of Tithes, faw nothing in it for whigh it 
ſhould be abrogared ; but that he ſaw ſomething in ir, 
why it ſhould not be abrogated, bur continue atter his 
Death ; I ſhall now reaſon theſe two ways. 

1, By obſerving our Saviour did Remonſlrate to 
any other parts of Moſes his Law, or Fewiſh 0bſerwances 
as they came in his way, and by ſome fit way thew ci- 
ther his preſent diſlike, or give ſome forebodes of his 
Pleaſure, they ſhould be abrogated at his Death, and 
his Servants diſcharg'd from them ; but having not 
done ſo in this particular Law ; it argues he ſaw no- 
thing in it at which he was at rhart preſent offended, 
nor tor which it ſhould be abrogated ar his Death. 

And therefore I ſhall ſet my ſelf to obſerve ſuch par- 
ticulars of Aeſcs his Law, and Few:/h Obſervances, as 
by the Evangelical Records fall under our Lords par- 
ticular Remark, and of his particular Demeanour to- 
wards the ſeverals of them compared with this. 

2. Inthat our Lords Reſpect ro !his Low, as we ſhall 
under the former Head make good will be found _ 

cit- 
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diferent from other parts of the Jewiſh Law, and ob- 
ſervance ; and thar ſuch a Reſpe& cannot be imagin'd 
to be grounded on an indifferency, that it was neither 
Good nor Evil; it will therefore follow . he ſaw ſome- 
thing of a poſitive Equity and Goodneſs, why he did 
fo regard it as no way to predict its Abrogation at 
his Death; and theretore I ſhall endevour by a com- 
pare with other Scriptures centring inthis, to find our 
thar politive Equity and Goodneſs. 


Let us then firſt Examine our Saviours Treaty of the 
ſeycral parts of M«ſes his Law. 

1. And firſt as to the Moral precepts of Moſes hs 
Law, our Lord was ſo far from Abrogarting them, thar 
he ſublimated them to their own purity, tar above the 
falſe Gloſſes of the Phariſaick Doors, or the low 
ſenſe the Carnal Few had of them, as appears all along 
that divine Sermon on the Mount, and for the perpe- :53*** 25: 
tvity he dates the Duration ofevyery 7ota or Tittle of 
them beyond that of Heaven and Earth. 

2. In thoſe things wherein either Jew//hCuſtom and 
PraCtiſe, or explicite permiſſion by Moſes bis Law had 
prevaricated from the Divine and Original Conſtiturti- 
on ; Our Saviour plainly and immediately reduced 
thoſe Cuſtoms and PraCtiſes to that Divine original by 
ſettling that Standard of Reduction 3 From the Begin- 
ning it was not ſo, as inthe Caſe of Marriage and Di yu. 9.8. 
wVorce. 

3. He percmptorily decided to' the Civil Power 
the due of Tr:bxte. and therein of all ſubje&tion con- 
ſiſtent with the ſupream Law of God, all pretenſes 
from the Fen:jh Zaw or any other ot latter date to rhe 
contrary notwithſtanding, in that everlaſting Oracle, 
Render therefore to Ceſar the Things that are Ceſars, and 
to God the things that are Goa's. 

4. He diverted the ſeverity of the Fudaick Fu licial

tery, although #727., oo, 12 the very Fact ; by ſiriking 
the Conſcicnces of her Accuſcrs with their own Guilr 

5. In that grear precept of the $.45.:th D.:y, Our 
Lord croſſed the Superſtitious Auſteriry of the Phayi 
{ces, and refuted it by Arguments drawn trum the 10- 


(ack Law it ſelf, which allowed »:/{{1;z: in Sanituurio Sabe 


bati 0tinm no Sabbariſm of reſt in rhe Sanctuary ; but 


the Prieſts prephane, as ourLord ſays, rhe Sabbath Day in 
© rhe Temple, and are blameleſs, from their own praCtiſe 


in Leading their Beaſts to Water, trom the true Intention 
of the Sabbath, which ws made for Man. and not Man for 
it, from the ever Active Goodneſs of the Divine Being 
and the Mediator that never Sabbatizes; my Father wy- 
keth hitherto, and I work: And he foreboded the change 
of it from the ſeventh Day to the Firſt, by declaring 
himſelf Lord, even of the Sabbath ; and aſſigning thar 
for the Reaſon, why he declar'd himſelf Zord overir, 
vis. to change ir, becauſe the Sabbath was made for Man, 
and rot Man for.it, That is, .the Firſt day Sabbath might 
be as much adapted to Man's Good, as the ſeventh 
was;and that neither the one nor the other was any of 
thoſe Eternal and Immutable Laws for whichMan was 
made. Therein intimating he changed no ſuch Laws, 
but as the Sox of May or the the great Mediator he chan- 
goed ſuch Laws as were made for Man's Intereſt, 
to What he ſaw moſt for their intereſt by variety of 
Circumſtances andTimes ; and were not thoſe eternal 
immutableLaws for which Man was made,and where- 
in his Happineſs without any Alteration conſiſted : 
Thus he judged the Firff Day honoured with his Re- 
ſurrciion, and as a ſeventh part of Time includ- 
ing the 17emory of the CRE ATION was now 
fitteſt for a Sabbath. For who as the Son of Man can 
judge ' of thoſe advantages of Humane Nature, who 
took that Nature upon him, that he might be _ 
with-

with our Infirmitic*, and might be a Compaſſionate Hizhs 
Prieff, Upon this Head I have inliſted the longer, be- 
cauſe it gives great light into the main diſcourſe, and 
becauſe I ſhall have after occaſion ro compare toge- 
ther the precept of Tthe:, and of a ſeventh part of 
Time. 

6. He forebuded the Change of the whole Xoſaick 


Frame, by deciar'ng 4c Scribe 0t far from the Kingdom Mark 12 34, 


of God, who underſtood the Love of God and our Neigh- 
brur, tobe more than all whole Burnt offerings and Sa- 
crifices, which our Lord ſoon after (as we ſhall pre- 
ſently ſee) in an umbrage abrogated : Circumciſion was 
already antiquated by the Baptiſm of Fohr, and the 
Diſciples of Feſus;and was undervalued in compare with 


the making a man every whit whole, the great Deſign of j,1, -, 


the Goſpel ; although by the firſt Inſtitution, the 
Uncircumciſed was to be cut off from his People ; the Paſs- 
Over was voided by the Lords Supper , the Feaſt upon 
the True Paſchal Lamb ſubſtituted to it, 

7. In all Caſes wherein Pnari/aick Hypocriſy, Ex- 
tortion, Vain-Glory, Traditional Superſtition had in- 
troduced any Additions upon Ceremonial, or even 
Moral Duties; our Saviour was moſt Rigorous in the 
DeteCtion and Cenſure, as in their Phylacteries, Corban, 
Eating with waſht Hands, their long Prayers, Faſtings, 
Alms, the odd Sentiments of the Reſurreion faſtned 
to Moſes his Law by the Sadduces, with many other In- 
ſtances of both kinds, 

Now todraw up a Compariſon betwixt the afore- 
nam'd Inſtances (for there remain two more of a pecu- 
liar conſideration) of our Saviours Treaty of Moſes his 
Law, and his Treaty of it in this perticular of Tthes, 
and it thus ariſes. 

We find the Interpretation of Moſes his Law, con- 
cerning Tithes was molt particular, and to the utmoſt 
Stretch and Extent, when it was drawn down to _ 

| C an 
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and Cummin, far more expreſs than any Words we find 
in the L.evitical Law irfelt ; yer our Lord blames no- 
thing, he finds no fault, nay he Approves, and ſets 
his Seal ro it ; Theſe Things or:2ht ye not to leave undone : 
He does not make it void, nay he Eſtabliſhes it ; it could 
not indeed be, bur thar eſpecially the Tanrilloes, thoſe 
uttermoſt Farthings of Tithing, muſt be in themſelves 
much lighter in our Lords Account than Fudgment, 
Mercy ; butelſe he moves them nor our of their place, 
though but as the Drſt of the Ballance in Tithing it 
ſelf. 

And therefore undoubtedly, our Saviour ſaw ſome 
Rule of unchangeable Right, that ſuſtained ſo nice an 
Expoſition of Mcſes his Law, and that ſupported even 
that Law it ſelf above the Ceremonial, or Judicial San- 
ions of Moſes. 

He docs not fulfil it, that is explain it at a greater 
Breadth or Height, as he did 1atthew the 5*" , thoſe 
greater Laws: Indeed the Phariſ:es had done that to 
his Hand, and ſhrivell'd up rhe orher by talſe Gloſles, 
but he Evacuates it not, he retrenches nothing, 
he gives nothing of an equitable Interpretation to it : 
He redargues nothing as in all the reſt ot the fore- 
mentioned Inſtances. Ir aſſures us therefore, this Ex- 
actneſs of Tithing was none of their Extortion, Vain- 
Glory, Traditional Superſtition, Rigid or Erroncous 
Interpretation, not knowing the Scrip nres in their Mer- 
cy to Humane Nature, or the Power of God; but only 
their Hypocriſy ſhew'd it ſelf in theirs paſſing over the 
wetghticr Matters of the Law, while they were ſo pundti- 
ious in Tithing Mint, and Cummin. 

But beſides all theſe Inſtances given of our Lords 
Abcarance towards the Law of /leſes, there are two 
more that require a more intimate reſearch into them, 
becauſe they import a greater Favour of- our Lords 
towards the 1/oſaical Law, and yer in one of them 
there

there was a certain Expiration of -1/c(es his Inſtitution 
at the Death of Chriſt, and in the other within leſs 
than half an Age after his Dearth: ſo that except there 
ſhall be a certain Diſtinction found betwixt thoſe two 
Inſtances, and this of 7:1hing, we are upon ; it may 
have been out of Date with the Reſt of the 440/aick 
Law, which had ſome kind of Languiſhing L ife till the 
Deſtruction of Jeruſalem by Titus, 

The firſt is that of the Zeper, Mat 8, 2, cc, who 
being cleanſed by our Lords miraculous Power, was in- 
joyn'd by him to (þ-w himſelf to the Prieft, and 10 offer for 
his clear ſing as «/0ſes commanaed, from whence it may 
be thus argued : 


* Chriſt enjoyn'd, or approv'd the offering Hoſes Com- 
© manded for cleanfing the Leper. b 

* But that @ffering is abrogated by Chriſt's Death, 
© therefore ſome part of Hoſes his Law abrogated by 
* Chriſt's Death 1s yet cnjoyn'd, or approved by him. 

* And as it would be !ewiſh and Azti-Evangelical to 
* continue ſuch an offering upon the Cure of a Leper, 
* becauſe of that Injunction of Chriſt, ſo is it the ſame 
* to continue the Obſervation of the Law of Tthes, be- 
* cauſe Chriſt ſaid at that Time to the Phariſees. Theſe 
* ourht ye not t6 have left undone. 

Bur in Anſwer to this Argumentation, I rejoyn theſe 
Conſiderations : 

1. Our Lord was indeed himfelf in all Inſtances of 
Duty obedient to the Law of Moſes, under which he 
was maar, and proportionably he withdrew no man at 
that time of his Peing upon Earth from a pretent Actu- 
al Obedience to it, rightly undcrſtoocl, ſo ro this Le- 
per, he enjoyn'd the obſervation of the Law of his 
cicanſing ſo far as to offer according to ir. 

2. Yct in the courſe of our Lords miraculous Heal: ng, 
there were many Lepcrs cleanſed ; For asa daily _—_

ke renunciates to 7cn by his Diſciples, among other 
Miracles, the Lepers are cleanſed ; and yet we have on- 


;-Iy this Exemplitication of Chriſt's Solemn Command 


to obſerve uſes his Command ; Nor did he Caution 
his Apoſtles concerning it in their Commiſſion toclearſe 
the Lepers, Mart. 10.8. 

3. In that moſt remarkable Healing of the Ten Lepers, 
Luke 17.14. There was only a Command to ſhew them. 
ſelves to the Prieſt, without any mention of the offering, 
which ſhews, though our Lord did pay an obſervance 
ro the Moſaick Law; yet in all his miraculous Clean- 
ſings, he knew a Greater than Moſes was there, and ſo 
did not oblige the Cleanſed rigorouſly tro thoſe Obſer- 
Vances, | 

4. He Limits the Injunction to the proper end of ir, 
ViZ. For 4 Teſtimony to them : that is, 

1, That our Lord was no Contemner of Moſes his 
Adminiſtration, though they calumniated him as ſuch 
on all occaſions, but a Juſt moderator over it. As 4 
Son over his own Houſe. 

2. For a Teſtimony to them, that the Kingdom of God was 
come upon them in the Miraculous Power of Chriſt : 
And therefore the Leper was charged to tell no Man, but 
to ſurprize the Preiff with the offering for his Puritica- 
tion, that ſo there might be a legal Atteſtation ro the 
Truth of the Miracle, which was ſo porte& doubtleſs 
(like Naamans his Fleſh coming again, as the Fl:jh of 4 
Child,) as to ſurmount any occaſion tor the ſeven Days 
probarionerſhip, Zevi:,13 6. The Appearing thus ro 
the Pricf}, and the offering for Cleanſing were Indiſputa- 
ble Ratifieations of the Miracle, and therefore were 
ſo carefully Commanded, 

Now all theſe things aid together, There will ap- 
pear to any unprejudic'd Conſiderer, avaſteſt Piffe- 
rence bertwixt our Saviour's Sanction of the Duty of 
Tithing, and the Command to the Leper, as pro hac _ 

or

for that time to ſhew himſelf to the Preiſt, and offer, &c. 
and that for fo great an End, as a Teſtimony to them, 
without which there had been no ſuch neceſſity. - 

The fecond of theſe two laſt Inſtances, and much 


cs

moſt Remarkable, prohibiting the paſling of Yeſels 


through the Temple or Sant uary rather ; ſetting theſe 


Two Motroes, as it were, by his Divine Action on the 
Gares, or firſt Avenues to the Temple. 

The firſt in his Firſt Action, make not my Fathers Honſe 
4 Houſe of Merchandiſe. 

The ſecond in his Second Action, my Houſe ſhall be 
calld a Houſe of Praycr for all Nations. | 

This I account an Inſtance of greateſt moment ro 
the preſent Caſe ; 

1. Becauſe our Saviaur gave this as a Sanftion of 
his own above, and beyond the Sentiment of the fews, 
who were in amaze at it, and ask'd a $727 to be the 
Warranty of ſo great Doings, and it did fo enrage the 
Ph.riſecs, that they ſought tro 4e/{ry himupon it, and 
yet the Temple of the Lerd was their great Cry, and 
their laſt Accuſation of our Lord at his Death was for 
the very Temple, as it Blaſphem'd by him, And fur- 
ther, It is the more remarkable, becauſe Chriſt for the 
fulfilling of a doubleProphecy rhus Soveraignly mani- 
feſted himſelf, the firſt Time, that of 9av:4 his Type ; 
The Zeal of th;Houſe hath t aten me uv, Thelaſt Time, 
that of the Irophert Eſay, ly Houſe ſhall be called the Honſe 
of Prayer for ail Nations.

on one to another, that they may ſeem to have Lived, 
and Died together. 

3. Becauſe this Divine Z-al! of our Lrrd termi- 
nated in a Temple, whoſe Holyneſs and Uſe was much 
proſtrated at his Death ; Then the Yail of the Tem- 
ple, that ſeparated it from common Approach, even 
of Eycs, was by Miracle rent from the Top toteB 
tom, and within leſs than fourty years it was burnt by 
Titus, the Inflrument of Divine Vengeance, and utrter- 
ly raſed, 

Here then appears,as Solemn a Sanction upon the 
Holyncſs of the Temple, as upon Tithes + and yet how 
ſoon, It was of neceſſity to be abrogated, and that e- 
ven as by a Hand from Heaven, we have ſeen, as our 
Saviour alſo foretold, 4 Stoxe not left on 4 Stone. 

. Now to All This theſe two things are ſaid, 

r. That our Lords Intention was to put that San- 
ction upon the Holyneſs of the Temp/e, as an Entail 
of the ſame Holyneſs upon the ſucceſſive T:mples of 
the Chriſtians; againſt which I ſhall ſay no more, then 
that the very want of the Cabor and Shecinah, proper 
only to that material San&uary does diſprove that 
OPINation, 

2. The more valuable Account of the moſt Pious 
and Learned Meas, takes the Place of this, who puts 
the Emphaſis of our Saviour's Aftion of Favour to the 
the Temple, on that part of it, which was allowed ro 
the Gentiles, which the 7ews valucd ar that vile Rare, 
aSto makeit as Common and Unc/e;n: But our Lord for 
the Vindication of it in preparation to the Gemiiles 
coming into his Church, did thus Exterminate All 
that prophane Incumbrance of it: and Correſpondent 
to: this docs that Prophecy cſpecially ſhine out 5 
My Houſe ſhall be called for All Nations the Horſe of 
Prayer, 3. Al-

3. Although this Account of our Saviour's Action 
can be by no means ſpar'd, much leſs excluded for the 
very ſake of that Prophecy, and alfo the near approach 
of the Gentiles Converſion ; yerT ſhall be bold to give 
one larger, and more Receprive, as alſo more cloſe and 
nearer to the purpoſe of this unparalell'd Comming of 
the Lora into his Temple. 

And that is, This was indeed our Lords Cauſing S$a- 
crifice and Oblation to ceaſe, forerold by Daniel in the 
midſt of the week his laſt Paſs-over, or juſt approach- 
ing Death Conſummarively ; as it was inchoated at 
the very beginning of the jYeek, or the firff Paſs. 0- 
ver. 
And when Saerifice was thus cauſed to Ceaſe ; Prayer, 
that was at leaſt Coeyal with Sacrific, and to endure 
to the very end, as the ſurviving Worſhip ſucceeded: 
naturally to it alone; as Comprehenſive of all Spiri- 
rual and Intelleual Worſhip, and God's Acceptance 
of it. 

This Action then of our Lords ſo ſuperlative takes 
away the Fir it, that he may £ſtabli|h the Second. And 
that here reſided the Mind of that Heayenly Grandeur 
our Lord afſum'd, I thus argue. 

1, The T:-ple was at that time the Great Symbol 
of both the Divine Preſence and Worſhip, and indeed 
the only then in the World. 

2. It was from its very firſt Foundation, a Houſe of 
Prayer, Solomon deaicated it, as fach ar the firſt, by that 
his Reyal Prayer, Prayer Was intermix'd with all $acri- 
fccs, as the moſt 1 carned Dr. 0!ram often obſerves, 
in that Excellent Diſcenr(e of Sacrifices, It was always 
Comprehenſive of all Divine Worſhip, 04 thon that hear- 
eft Pray:rto thee ſhall all Fliſh come ; bur yet under ''ofes 
his Law Sacr'fi-c over-ſhaded jt ; and the Tempies name 
was Na 2 js not 77721 T2 primarily, not a Horſe of 
Pruyer, but a Hon; e ef Sarifice. 
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3. The Evangelical Prcphet F{zy forctels : It ſhould in 
the Goſpel ſtate of the Church receive another name ; 
It ſhould be-called the Horje of Prayer, that is, of Pray- 
cr ſeparated from Sacr;fice, tor elſe it was before the 
Houje of Prayer, and although he joins acy;-fices, yer it is 
only according to the Language of that time a predi- 
ion of Spiritnal Sacrifices. 

4. Thar Merchandize our Savirur ejeted, and the 
paſſing of Veſſels through the Bounds of the Sanuary he 
prohibited, was in a Senfe abſolutely neceſſary ; at 
leaſt of High Conveniency to the Sacrfices of rhe Ten = 
pl:, and had ſome Countenance from God's Allowance 
to the Furr Dwellers of his People, to bring their Money 
inflcad of their Sacrfices, that they might buy nearer 
the Temple, and on many Accounts the Y:{[c/s could 
very ill be interdicted to that Service ; ſo that the Cel- 
fation of one was hardly poſſible without the other ; 
the Ceſſation of the erchandize and the Y:ſels, with- 
out the Ceſlation of the Sacrifices. 

5. The Remark of theſe two Actions of our Lords is 
put upon this firſt: 24.ke not my Father's Houſe a Houſe 
of Merchandize; and inthe ſecond, 1t ſhall be called the 
Houſe of Prayer. 

6. It is once by the Evangeliſt 11a7k added, For all 
Nations ; which argues to us, It was not principally, 
bur yer incluſively and conſequentially intended, that 
is when it ſhould be a Huu(e of Prayer, and nor of Sacy.- 
ſices. All Nati-ns ſhould fir w 2-t0 the Church,and it could 
not indeed be a Houſe of Prayer for All Nations, ina con- 
fluence to the Church of God, while it was a Houſe of 
Sacrifice ; For that ſtate was fitted only to the Jewiſh 
Nation. 

There arc theſe Three Things therefore in our 
Lord's Intention inthe Action, and his Concomitant 
diſcourle,

fon of rhe o'y Spirit coming down, as a Shecinah upon

to be the Hoſe of the Living God, a Houſe of Prayer for 
all Nations ,a repreſentative of which then met, Devout 
men of every Nation nnder Heaven,

whither All this Action of our Lord tended, were fil- 
* led with ſo much Rage and Amazement, being equal- 
ly Enemies to the Cetſſation of Sacrifice, and to the 
Church of God ſpread through all Nations. 
And thus I have given Account of the moſt plauſi- 
ble Appearance of our Lord's Sanction upon a Branch

of it, and Introduction of the Evzyzelical ſtare ; and I 
have inſiſted rhe more induttriouſly upon it. becauſe

But on the contrary, that he ſaw ſome unchangeablec 
Equity in xv, for the ſake of which, he intimated not 
the leaſt 7ota of Abrogartion in relation to ir. 

And that we may attain that, I ſhall proceed by 
thele ſeveral Propoſitions that are either evident by 
their own Light, or proved in the former, or following 
courſe of the Argument. 

God hath a Sovereign Right over all things we pol- 
ſeſs, being himſelf always the moſt High poſſeſſor of Hea- 
ven and Earth, | 

He may reſerve to himſelf, or command from us, 
aS a Tribute or Homagery-Acknowledgment whatever 
proportions of any thing we cail ours, and to what 
cnds he pleaſes. 

Since the Sin and Fall of Man, becauſe all the Grace 
and Fayours of God to us are in and through his Son 
as our igh- Pricft, and Mediator, in whom All things now 
confiſt ; there hath therefore ariſen together with the 
aforcſaid Acknowledgment of the Divine Nature, an 
Acknowledgment of our igh Prieſt and Mediator, an 
Acknowlegment of the Son of God in our Nature, 
through whom we receive All, and offer All ; who 
abideth a High Prieſt continually, without either Beginning 
of Days. or End of Life. 

Becauſe neither to God, nor the Son of God in 
Heaven can our Goodnef# of this ſort extend iz ſpecie, 
therefore he hath declar'd his Pleaſure, It ſhould be 
Deputed.

2, They are not once mentioned by the 4poſ/:-,and

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To the firſt of theſe Objections, I make theſe fol- 
lowing *n{wers.

jthould carry its pedigree, and original in that ſymbol; 
even the Acknowledgment of the muſt High God, Poleſ- 
ſer of Heaven aud Earth, And in the ſecond Heaving by 


. the lcvites of the Beſt of the Tithes for the-uſe of Auroh; 
' the High Prieſt and his Succelfors ;- the moſt lively 


Type, the. Jewith Prieſt-hood had ot our TI. ord's Pricſt- 
hood ; there were the Lincaments of the firſt Decima- 
tion to \elchilcdeck, the more lively Type of Fe] us, our 
Hizh-Prie5# for ever after the order of Melchiſedck. 

2. As all TrueReligion was by God's own Infinite 
Wiſdom depoſited in the Few:/b Types, fo in them were 
the moſt unchangeable and ctcrnal Moral Duties per- 
form'd by all True Worſhippers : In the Sacritices were 
cioſe Applications to the Infinite Mercy of God in 
Chriſt under the Type ; Confeſſions, Supplications, 
Thankſgivings, Acknowledgments of J[EHOVAH , 
the Onely True God ; filling Heaven and Earth wi'n bis 
preſence , of which the Tex»pha, or Wavc-0ffering was 4 
Symbol ; turning the Worlhipper to all parts of the 
World !rorſum, Retrorſum, Dextror ſum, (in:{{rorſum, 
ro Adorc God, to whom the Sacrifice was Wav'd. 
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3. When therefore under the Goſpel the Shaddows 
flew away, and the Types were ſtripp'd off, whatever 
was ſubſlance ſtill remain'd ; Nor Ji the Holy Spirit 
of God ſo deſert its formerly Inſtiruted Organs of Di- 
vine Worſhip, but thar ir ſtill delighted romake uſe of 
them,as lively Expreſſions of thoſe Dutics,the Things 
themſelves had formerly been the Shades of ; Prayers 
are call'd / «+; and Praiſe is ſtill a Saerifice ; and 
True Chriſtians call'd Pricſts ; The offering up the Body 
in holineſs is a Liv:ng and Acceptable Sacrifice. 

The Apoltles Converſion of the Gentiles was a Prieftly Rom. 15.16. 
or //1erurgical ſervice : And more cloſe to our purpoſe, "I 
The Things the 2hilippians ſent to the Apoſtles ſupply, *** 
were an Odour of a ſweet ſwelling ſavour, and wenuld abound vii 415,18: 
ro their Account, of what they poſſeſſed under the moſt 
High poſſeſſor of Heaven and Earth, To do good, and to 
Communicate, a Phraſe proper to the ſupport of Goſpel 
Miniſtry, (as is to be obſerved) are Sacrifices. with 
which God ts well pleaſed ; Thus we ſee theſe Moral Dus 
ticSremain, and continne a Memory of the Divine Law 
by Aoſes, by being expreſlcd to us in the Goſpel, un- 
der ſuch Tralations, as were proper to that Law, 

If therefore we ſhall ſind Great Moralities under 
Tithing as a Tribute to God in his Miniſters ; If we 
ſhall find in a Tezth Part, more then Typical and Ce- 
remonial, and in ſuch Expreſſions as reſemble ſuch a 
Dedication to God, as Decimation was ; why {hould 
we reject it as meerly Sacrifical, 

For it is Evident, Sacrifice hath a plain and undoub- 
ted Ceremonialneſs in its Nature , for the fake of 
which onely can it by any Law of Nature, or Equity 
be once ſuppoſed an Acceptable Acknowledgment of 
God, or Worſhip of him ; and when-ever a Ceremo 
nial Worſhip vaniſhes, that muſt needs Evanilſh allo. 

Bur ſetting our a Tezth p.rt ro God, and in honour 
of the Prieſ/-hood of Chrift, tor ſo Great and Real an 
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Uſe, as the upholding the Worſhip of God in the 
World in his Miniſters, Sc: apart to that Work , is of fo 
True a Morality in the Subſtance, as not to be denicd, 
and the Omillion of it is a Robbing ot God, 

And for the Texthlinsf of it, It is the Determin- 
ing ſo far a ſettled proportion, to ſuch a purpoſe, as 
which beyond all Reverſal, God did once accept and 
approve, and thereforc could nor be Incquirtable in it 
ſclt, and which alſo after ſo many Ages, Chriſt on an 
occaſion of Severity Revicw'd, and Blamed no: hing 
in both which Characters of honor can neyer be raz'd 
OUr. 

But now what was Shaddowy, 470/aick and Typical ; 
U1z, the Tenth being accounted aboye other parts, 1o!y 
tothe Lord ; the Bringing the Tithes to Jeruſalem ; Any 
Ceremony of Heaving them, firſt to the Lewite., then to 
Aaron ; the Afﬀixing them to Sac; iic1n9 Prieſts ; Theſe 
are all vaniſhed. 

For in no ſuch: Senſe do the /7iniſters of the Gope! 
claim them, nor call themſelves a PRIEST-HOOD, but 
as they offer up by their Miniffry Souls Converted 10 
GOD , Who are thereby as the Apoltle in alluſion 
ſpeaks ; 77:2; and He Himlſelt, as before, a Prieſtly 
f Adminiſtrator. 

And as they are 7g:9f7:;4, Seniors, or Elders in the 

4 HI + Family of God, oflcring up the Sacrifices of 'Praye, and 
Praiſe. as the Apoſtle Fames inftrufts us. Fam 5.14. 

+ And laſtly as they attend on that 4/1ar, of which they 

have no right to eat that ſerve the Tabernacle ; viz. The 

continual publication of the Sacrifice of Our / ord Feſt, 

who [ufferea for his people without 1h! Gate, as a Malefactor, 

by Preaching, and Adminiſtration of the Lords Supper, 

Heb ©. which is a ſetting forth of Feſus Chrift evidently, b:fore 

Men's Eyes, crucified among them, and a [hewing forth his 

Death till he come ; as Apoſtacy, and Denying of Chrilt 

Reb, 10, 29, 1S in a contrary ſenſe Crucifying the Son of God afrefh, put- 
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ting him to an open (hams, counting the Blood of the Cove. 
naiit, a Common, or Unclean Thing. : 

In any other Senſe we are all ot the ſame Mind 
with that Eminent Servant of God, and Miniſter of the 
G.ſpel - ow with Chriſt. 

* It is of great Remark ; That none of the Miniſters 
* of Chriſt, in whatſocver order they are conſtituted, 
* arc any where in the Holy Scripture, call'd Prieſts, or 
Chi-f P- reſts ; 

* Andalittle after ; Not the Goſpel Miniſtry,but the 
* Prieſt-Hood of Chr:jt was in Succellion to the cwiſh 
* Prieſt-hood ; 1o that there is no one by Divine Autho - 
* rity, either Pricjt, or High-rricſt ſurviving, except 
* Chriſt alone, v:1z. An Advocate with God for Men. 

Thus the whole Objection from the Connexion be- 
tween Tith's and Sacrifices is clearly removed ; and 
therein whatever concerns the firſt part of the Obje- 
Ction. 

I come now to the ſecond part of the Objefion, 
There is no mention of 7:thing in the Apoſtles Writings 
with Reference to the Miniſters of the Goſpe! ; bur ſuch 
a Dcep Silence, as argues it a very Unevangelical Pra- 
Cice tro Require or Receive ſuch a Maintenance, 

In Anſwer to this, I ſhall firſt obſerve, what is De- 
monſtratively certain from the Apoſlolical Writings : 
And thar is. 

1.That,It is the 0ra7nation of Chriſt the Lord,that they, 
who preach theGo(pel ſhonld live of the Goſpel. This is ſo ex- 
preiſly the Ap. Pau/s DcCrine ; that it cannot be que- 
ſtioned even when he moſt profeſſed a Receliion trom 
his own R;-4 or Pover, as it were to fit himſclt for it, 
there he moſl boldly aflerred this,cither as immediate 
Revelation, or ſome moſt known Decree of the Lord 
in this Caſe , or the Reſulr of this Determination 
upon the £2 / T1h:s or that undoubted Maxim; The 
Labourer tr wart 3 if Fix Hire: Butthiis is moſl poſitive ; 
K 3 Te 
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The Lord hath crdained,that they who preach the Goſpel, ſhould 
Live of the Goſpe!, whether we take it for the Reward 
of the 1eſſengers of Gord Tidings, according to the Cu- 
ſtom of all Ages and Nations, who uſe to proportion 
the Rewards to the Goodneſs of the Tidings, or for 
the Sacrifices of Gratitude to God for ſo Joyful an 
Embaſly of Peace : Ir is evident the Compenſation for 
Spiritnal Things out of our Carnal Things is to be Great 
and Honourable ; like the Preſents made to Embaſ- 
ſadors, anſwerable ro the Dignity of the Prinee from 
whom, and to whom they are ſent, and according to 
the particular Riches of every Country, where they 
arc to Treat. 

All the proviſion the Law made for the Miniſters of 
the Altar and Temple, and eyen forthe very Oxez ten- 
ded hither; for if the /zniſters of the Law, that was 
but a Miniſtration of Death, and Condemnation were ſo 
honour d ; the 1iniſlers of the Goſpel, the iniftration of 
Life are worthy of Double Honour + and leaſt any ſhould 
think a Low Proportion enough, the 4poſtle in this ve- 
ry Caſe of Communication admonithes ; God is not muc- 
ked, that is, He will not ſuffer himſelf to be ſo, 

2. Ir is moſt certain, the Texth part under ſo many 
Scales of Divine Acceptance muſt remain a Standard, 
ro the very ends of the World, of that proportion God 
expects, as a Sacrifice of Praiſe to him, of Glory to hinz 
in the Higheſt for the Meſſage of Peace on Earth, and 
Good will to Men proclaim'd in his Goſpel ; fo that if it 
be ſuppoſed not to be abſolutely required ro the For- 
mality, yet ir cannot but be expected in. the Sub. 
ſtance. Secing the ws of God and our Hizh-Pricſt 
is unchangeable ; and the obligation through the 
elearnefs of the Revelation is much higher : The Tri- 
bute therefore cannot poſlibly abate in its value or ob- 
ligation, but muſt needs Riſe. 


2. There is therefore great probability, that the 
Pro- 
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Proviſion made by God for the Miniſters of the Temple, , @9; 5 
and the .2/tar, leads to the very Specification of a ” 
Tenth Part ; that the Double Honour 1s ſuited to the 1 Tim. 5 17. 
Promogeniture of the Evangelical Presbytery above that 
of the Law; that the Prieit-hooa of Chriſt, ſhaddowed 14.1, .. 
by Melchiſedeck, that was honour'd with Abrahar's : 
Decimation to it, ſo abundantly inſiſted upon by the 
Apoſtle, was an Admonition to Chriſtians of that 
Acknowledgment Due to our 7:igh-Prieſt, as conferred 
upon the Preachers of his Sacrifice and 1zterceſſion, by 
thoſe to whom the Feet of them that bring thoſe glad Ti- * 
dings are Beautiful, That Communtcatiag in all Good Galars 6.” 
Things, 1s a filent infinuation of the Ancient Law of 
Tithinz, carrying ſo clear an Image of it : But becauſe 
Theſe Things are nor ſo Cogent, as to convince the 
Gain-ſayer, I therefore acquieſce in what is impoſlible by 
thoſe that acknowledge the Scriptures of the New 
Teſtament to be conrtelted. 

Let us then for a Concluſion of this whole Matier, ob- 
ſerve ſeveral Reaſons, why we may ſuppoſe no ſuch 
Cogent Indications of a Tenth prt, inthe eApoſtolick 
Writings, as agree with former Times of Scripture. 
To omit the great modeſty of the Goſpe/, as to any 


ſecular Deſign I give theſe. 
I, Becauſe in the firſt miniſtration of the Apoſtles 


in Feruſalem, ſo much above a Tenth part was treely 
given, that Chriſtians ſold 72:4 Poſſeſſrons, and | 
laid the Prices of them at the *Apoſtles Fect 3 neither ſaid AG34 3%. 
eny lan that ought he peſſsſſed was his own : And 1t 1s 
probable in all the Firſt Chriſtian Churches, Greater 
proportions, then the Texth were oftc red for the ſervice 
of the Goſpel. 

2. That in the Aﬀfluence of Nations, States, and 
perſons ; They might nor think themlielves Circum- 
{crib'd, nor indeed diſcharg'd by a Tenth part as a Tri- 


bute to God: The Peſts and Levites had much more 
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given them by God under ths 7am, Nor Any, whoſe 
Increaſe falls not under ordinary Decimario ſhould 
abiolve themſelves from the main Duty. 

3+ Becauſc ſome Things clearly, and abundantly 
ſettled in their Formality in the 914 Tefament are more 
filently in the New applyed onely to the Goſpel pr poſe, 
and Servcce. | 

Thus the Lora's Day ſo evidently noted by the Fir 
Day of the Week, the Day of our Lord's Reſurr ects; of 
his ſeveral «Appear axces to his D/{cipier, of the Effuſion 
of the Spirit, at Pexrecoft tully come for Preaching the 
Goſpel, as it had been of G:vinz te Law on Mount S;- 
2a/, the Day of Chr/tian Soll muities, and « oll:et1045 is 
the onely Day of the Weck, noted in all the Scripture, 
after the Sx Days of Creation, CXCEPt the $:v:nih, or 
Sabbath; and after it had been otten remark'd under 
the name of the Firſt Day was at length conſecrated by 
the name of the Lo:4's Day, as Breakz -» of Br 4 was by 
the name of the Lord's Supp:r : Which Two Engraven 
with our Zord's Name, as in Capital Letters, 4 »» v #- 
ery 115: xveinzf, are the Commemorzations of Two of 
the I ords Great Attions (in which all the reſt Center) 
appointcd us in his Word ; viz. his Dy/22 for Orr 4:ns, 
and Riſing again for Onur Tuſlification, one in a Sollrmy 
Inſtitntio», the other in a So'emn Time; and it were 
Happy, if they could at no Time be ſundred, one from 
the other. 

Yet That Th# Day though the onelyInſtitutcd Time 
in the New Teſtament is to be a Satbarh ; its Obſer:- 
vation to be Weekly in memory of the Crear a ; Its 
Celebration to be by keeping it Hoy: All theſe fo prin- 
Ccipal Conccrnments arc retcrr'd to the State of that 
Matter in the 0/4 Teſ/am:t, where every Thing is full 
and cicar : And although the Reverſal of the nb 
Sabbat/) by the Apoſtle; the Firſt Day ſo ſoilemnly Re- 
corded as the Day of the i (74's Reſurrection and Chris 
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flian Meetings ; the Apoſtles Being in be Spirit on this 
Day; (though the principal Intendment be Propheti- 
cal) Ir's being tyl'd the Loza's Day are yery Great Cha- 
racters of a Chr:/tiaz Sabbath; Yer the Importance and 
Rarification of ſuch aSabbath are to be derived wholly 
from the 0/4 Teſtament ; No wonder then, if Devoting 
a Tenth Part to God, which cannot be ſuppoſed equal 
to God's Sauttification of a (eventh part of Time be onely 
conſerv'd in the 0/4 Te#ament, and confirm'd by our 
Lord in the Days of 45 Hiniſtery, as a>Standard of pro- 
portion, and yet not mention'd in that fo undoubred 
point of Duty in the Apoſtolical Writings, viz. Let Him 
that is tangh', Communicate to him that teacheth in All Good 
Things, fortified with ſo Tremendous a Monition ; G4 
is not muck'd 

4. Thar there might be no enſnaring Conſciences in 
regard of the various Revolutions of States and Laws 
determining this poiat of Decimation ; Or not allowing 
the poſlibilirics of ir ; cirher ſcrting ir a-part to the 
ſupport of a Falſe Religion, as under the Papacy, or to 
Secular uſes : In ſuch Caſes the Conſciences of Sub- 
jects are Free, in rendring them according to Law, to 
Ce(:r, as the Things that are Ceſars; For publick Acts 
having deveſled private perſons of them, they can 
have no propriety in them; although yer rhis Stan- 
dard of Dedication to God out of what they po leſs be- 
yond that e41i2nated Tenth obliges them 11ill ro Rex- 
der to God the Things that are Gods. 

Burt eſpecially where Both Concur , the Laws ef 
Men» With the Laws of God; we at theſame Time ener 
eo Czſar the Things that are Czlar's, in obeying Laws ; 
and '« God the Thrn7s that ave Ged's, in that they are de- 
voted to his Scrvice, and are therefore to do it with 
all reartineſf and Cherrfulrcſt as to the 1rd, aud not to 
Men onely * Far God loveth a {hearfu! Giver, No 
Man now can have any Juſt Reaſon of being Scanda- 
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daliz'd at the ſeparation ofſuch a Tenth for an Evance- 
lical Miniſtry, Car duly weighs what hath been of- 
ferr'd. 

And eſpecially ſeeing their whole Lives, the Educa- 
tion of their Youth, and the ſervice of their Age, arc 
neceſlary to this Service, ſince the Ceſſation of ex- 
traordinary Gifts; and the Labour nor only of the 
Mind but of the Body are ſcqueſtred to it. Givinz 
themſelves wholly ro their Miniltry, and Attending in 
private-to Readinz, as well as publickly to Exhortation, 
and Preaching in Seaſon, and without Seaſon, are expreſs- 
ly requir'd by the Apoſtle; ſo that it is but a Re- 
compenſe of Juſtice requir'd by God in this Cale: 

Bat'if on any Account whatever, Any Man be un- 
fatisfied in the Decimation, Laws impoſe upon him: He 
maſt conſider, nothing ſeparated by publick 4s, rhat 
have ſtood from Age to Age is any more any Man's 
claim by- his 8i-th. Rizht ; then a wholſom Air, or 
Frairful fail: are, when his Country is not ſo happily 
ſcituated, 
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
